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LES HARVEY OSWALD was interviewed at the Homicide 
and Robbery Bureau, Dallas Police Department, at 6:35 p.ra. , 
by Captain J. VI. FRITZ In the presence of Special Agent ^ 
JAHES VI. BOOHKOUT, Federal Bureau of Investigation. OSTALD 
was advised of the identity and official capacity of sard 
Agent and the fact that he did not ha\ f e to make any state- 
ment , that any statement he did make could be used in a 
court of lav/ against him, and that any statement made mus t 
be free and voluntary and that he had the right to consult 
with an attorney. 

Captain J. W. FRITS exhibited to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD a photograph which had been obtained by the Dallas 
Police Dsoartment in a search, by search warrant, of the

OSWALD complained of a lineup wherein he had not 
been granted a request to put on a jacket similar to those 
worn by seme of the other individuals in the lineup. 
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
